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(EXTRACT 

the  Journal  of  Mr.  Paterson^  when  on  hxs  tour  to  the  Crimea^ 

I  found  in  the  report  of  the  Edinburgh  Missionary  Society. 

I  G  \T  a  village  between  Mariupol  and  Perecop,  a  number  of  peo- 
Iple,  among  whom  was  the  Headman  of  the  village,  came  with  a 
young  Molla,  and  begged  a  New  Testament.  I  gave  him  Tracts, 
but  he  earnestly  begged  a  Testament.  He  said  he  would  read  it 
in  the  Mejed,  and  pray  for  the  welfare  of  my  soul.  I  told  him 
that  the  Etfendis  would  not  allow  it  to  be  put  in  the  Mejed,  nor  to 
He  read  there :  but  the  people  insisted  to  the  contrary,  and  said 
that  the  house  belonged  to  them,  and  not  to  the  Efiendis.  After 
some  conversation,  1  solemnly  addressed  the  young  Molla,  and  de- 
lirered  the  new  Testament  into  his  hands.  He  went  away  very 
happy.  The  Headman  of  the  village  begged  a  Tract,  and  a  Tes¬ 
tament  for  his  son.  The  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants  were  as¬ 
sembled,  and  a  number  of  them  urged  me  to  stay  with  them  some 
days. 

“At  this  place,  my  young  friend  Shattuse,  whom  we  had  met 
three  days  before,  and  who  had  received  a  copy  of  the  New*  Tes¬ 
tament  with  many  expressions  of  gratitude,  “  came  up  to  me  on 
horseback,  Sciluted  me  after  the  eastern  manner,  and  kissed  my 
hand.  He  had  brought  his  New  Testament  bound  in  his  Bashluk 
or  covering  for  the  head,  and  I  suspected  that  he  had  been  order* 
ed  to  give  it  me  back.  But  how  agreeably  was  I  disappointed  to 
bear  him  tell  me,  that  he  loved  the  New  Testament;  that  he  had 
left  his  mother’s  house  ;  and  was  determined  to  follow  me  whith¬ 
ersoever  I  went,  and  become  my  son  !  He  said  that  his  friends  and 
the  Mollas  had  advised  hirh  to  do  so.  He  proceeded  with  me  on 
ray  journey  through  the  other  villages.”  • 

AtKoslov,  “  sitting  and  muding  in  my  lodging  on  the  obstinacy 
of  the  Mahomedans,  and  revolving  in  my  mind  the  best  means  to 
employ  in  order  to  induce  them  to  receive  the  truth,  in  came  a 
company  of  Jews,  and  sat  down  at  my  side,  and  entered  into  con¬ 
versation  with  me  on  religion.  I  spoke  to  them,  and  read  poKions 
of  the  New  Testament  to  them.  One  of  them  opened  a  copy, 
3nd  read  to  his  countrymen  two  or  three  chapters.  He  read  it 
'vith  ease,  arid  earnestly  requested  that  I  should  give  it  to  him.  I 
told  him  that  it  was  the  New  Testament;  that  I  had  brought  cop¬ 
ies  of  it  to  give  away  to  Mahomedans  ;'  and  that  I  was  afraid,  tho’ 

J  should  give  it  him,  that  he  would  not  read  it,  as  it  contained  the 
history  of  that  Jesus  whom  their  forefathers  crucified,  but  whom 
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we  believed  to  be  the  promised  Messiah,  and  tlie  Saviour  of  th^ 
World.  He  said  that  if  I  would  only  give  it  to  him,  he  would  re^ 
it,  and  stood  as  much  in  need  of  it  as  the  Mahomedans  did.  His 
brethren  made  intercession  for  him,  and  said,  ‘  We  wish  ourselves 
to  learn  what  is  contained  in  the  New  Testament.”  After  sotne 
hesitation  on  my  part,  but  anxiety  on  theirs,  I  thought  it  might  be 
of  advantage  to  the  young  man,  and  therefore  gave  it  to  him,  anij 
exhorted  him  to  read  it.  No  sooner  had  he  received  it,  than  an- 
other  Jew  sat  down  beside  me,  and  read  the  New  Testament  fly. 
ently,  and  insisted  that  1  should  give  him  a  copy  also.  This  Jew 
was  from  BakclYeserai,  and  informed  me  that  he  had  sold  Mr.  Pin. 
kerton  a  Tartar  Bible  in  Hebrew  characters  for  200  rubles.  After 
a  considerable  deal  of  conversation,  I  gave  him  likewise  a  New 
Testament.  He  not  only  read  it  with  the  greatest  ease,  butevi- 
dently  understood  what  he  read.  He  offered  to  sell  me  another 
Tartar  Bible;  but,  as  Mr.  Pinkerton  had  already  purchased  a  co¬ 
py,  I  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  buy  anotlrer.  Several  more 
Jews  came  forward  who  could  read  Turkish,  and  requested  New 
Testaments,  but  I  was  oblig<  d  to  refuse  them.  One,  however, 
was  peculiarly  urgent,  would  not  go  awav,  and  used  many  argu- 
ments  to  induce  me  to  give  him  one  ;  but,  for  a  long  w-hile,  with¬ 
out  effect,  my  w  hole  stock  being  now  reduced  to  eight  copies.  He 
at  last  said,  ‘  Give  me  this  book  :  it  had  been  good  for  me  that  I 
had  never  seen  it,  unless  you  give  it  me  :  it  may  be  of  eternal  ad¬ 
vantage  to  me.’  After  such  expressions,  I  could  not  withhold  it 
from  him  any  longer,  but  gave  it  to  him  as  the  Word  of  God,  and 
exhorted  him  to  read  it.  There  w  ere  more  than  tw  enty  Jews  in 
this  company,  and  I  conversed  with  them  for  more  than  an  hour. 
In  the  evening,  several  other  Jews  made  application  for  books; 
but  my  st(»ck  being  so  low  I  could  not  gratify  their  desire,  but 
promised  to  get  copies  sent  to  them  from  Theodosia.  I  could  have 
given  away  many  copies  of  the  Scripture  to-day,  and  was  sorry 
that  I  had  sent  the  w  hole  commission  to  Theodosia.  The  circula¬ 
tion  of  the  Tartar  Testament  among  the  Jews  did  not,  indeed,  oc¬ 
cur  to  me  till  I  was  actually  among  them,  and  saw  their  anxiety  to 
possess  the  Sacred  Volume.” 

“  Next  morning  a  few’  more  Jews  came,  and  made  inquiry  about 
the  coming  of  the  Messiah,  I  pointed  out  to  them  the  predictions 
of  the  Prophets  with  regard  to  Christ,  and  particularly  insisted  on 
the  53d  Chapter  of  Isaiah,  and  the  passage  in  Daniel  which  says 
the  Messiah  shall  he  cut  off^  Mr.  Paterson  then  gave  them  a  sum¬ 
mary  account  of  the  history  of  Christ,  and  dwelt  particularly  on 
the  cessation  of  sacrifices  among  the  Jews;  concluding  with  sta¬ 
ting  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  his  ascension,  and  the  certainty  of 
his  coming  to  judgment.  “When  I  had  proceeded  thus  far,”  says 
he,  “  the  man  from  Bikeheserai,  and  a  few  more,  joined  the  com¬ 
pany,  and  I  desired  him  to  read  to  his  countrymen  the  translation 
of  the  53d  chapter  of  Isaiah,  contained  in  one  of  our  Tracts,  w  hich 
he  immediately  did.  One  or  tw  o  of  them  appeared  to  be  impre?- 
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(1  with  what  was  said,  and  expressed  themselves  that  the  Messi- 
[  [}  was  come,  and  that  it  was  in  vain  to  look  for  any  other.” 

At  a  village  between  Theodosia  and  Kertch,  “  a  number  ofTar- 
rs  being  assembled,  I  desired  Andrew  Hay  to  take  a  New  Testa¬ 
ment  and  read  to  them,  while  I  gave  away  Tracts  to  Russians  who 
irere  stationed  there  on  account  of  the  Post.  I  then  myself  read 
othe  Tartars,  one  of  whom  was  anxious  to  purchase  a  New  Tes- 
unient.  I  told  him  that  it  was  the  Gospel  of  Jesus,  and  the 
\Vordof  God  ;  and  that,  as  I  myself  had  received  it  for  nothing,  I 
would  give  it  him,  provided  he  solemnly  promised  to  read  it.  ‘  We 
,re  all  sinners,’  I  added;  ‘and  had  not  God  revealed  his  will  to  us 
i]  his  Word,  we  ourselves  could  never  have  found  it  out.  This 
)ok  (taking  it  up  in  my  hand)  tells  us  how  we  may  he  reconciled 
III) God,  how  we  may  obtain  his  friendship,  and  be  eternally  hap- 
jpy.  1  give  it  then  to  you  as  the  Word  of  God  :  read  it  as  such; 

may  God  grant  a  blessing!’  After  he  received  It,  he  kissed 
[ihebook  and  my  hand,  and  then  carried  the  Testament  to  his  tent. 
He  almost  immediately  returni*d  with  a  ruble,  which  he  offered  to 
^Andrew  Hay  ;  and,  on  his  refusing  the  present,  came  and  com- 
j’lined  to  me.  But  1  said  to  him,  ‘  Friend,  keep  your  money  : 
Ikeepthe  book:  the  boy  whom  1  have,  stands  in  need  of  nothing. 
All  that  I  desire  of  you  is,  to  read  the  New  Testament,  that  you 
j  nay  be  eternally  saved.’  To  this  he  replied,  ‘  I  shall  read  it :  my 
rother  shall  read  it:  the  Mollasand  Effeudis  in  our  neighborhood 
IMI  read  it ;  and  we  shall  all  pray  for  the  welfare  of  your  soul, 
’d  that  God  may  be  gracious  to  you.” 

These,  and  similar  facts  which  might  be  stated,  surely  speak  for 
[  lemselves.  And  what  is  their  language  ?  ts  it  not  that  ‘  the  fields’ 
)fthe Tauridian  Peninsula  “  are  indeed  white  unto  the  harvest.^” 
Here  truly,”  says  Mr.  Paterson,  “there  is  a  field  for  Bible  and 
[Missionary  Societies:  the  first,  in  putting  the  Holy  Scriptures  info 
iie  hands  of  the  . people  ;  and  the  last  for  explaining  them,  and 
[■  reaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ  in  simplicity  and  truth.” 


SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  IN  FRANCE. 

“  A  little  leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  liiiup.”

•^lartin,  dated  Bordeaux^  8th  Jlpril,  18 1 7. 

know  that  some  lime  in  company  with  my  friend  Mr.  Al- 
K I  made  a  long  journey  into  the  different  states  of  Europe, 
hum  which  tour  I  returned  home. 

^ince  that  time  I  have  been  engaged  in  making  known  to  my 
Wfnds  the  nature  and  objects  of  the  various  charitable  and  reli- 
5^'-‘U3  institutions  which  I  had  seen  in  England  and  elsewhere  ;  and 
^niust  acknowledge  their  infiuence  as  proved  by  the  lively  desire 
of  seeing  similar  establishments  produce  the  same  happy  effects  in 
jour  dear  native  country. 

I  f’eeling  conlident,  that  in  your  country,  Sunday  Schools,  in  the 
oonds  of  Providence,  have  been  the  first  and  most  efficacious 
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means  of  exciting  religious  zeal,  and  also^  that  from  them  have 
arisen  the  Bible  Society — the  Tract  Society — the  British  and  For¬ 
eign  School  Society,  k.c.  &lc.  I,  in  consequence,  resolved  to  com¬ 
mence  upon  the  same  plan  that' has  been  pursued  in  England,  and 
after  surmounting  many  difficulties,  have  established  in  the  Pro. 
testant  Church  in  this  place  two  Sunday  Schools,  in  which  20o 
boys  and  girls,  nearly  all  of  the  poorer  class  of  Society,  and  for- 
merly  without  the  means,  are  now  receiving  religious  instruction. 

'  We  have  divided  our  schools  in  8  classes,  which  are  directed  by 
20  ladies  and  gentlemen,  many  of  whom  are  persons  of  the  first 
respectability. 

I  have  had  a  spelling  book  printed  for  the  higher  classes,  and 
reading  cards  for  the  lower  classes.  In  our  8th  class,  the  Bible  is 
read,  and  in  our  7th,  the  Testament. 

In  this  undertaking,  I  have  received  very  considerable  assist¬ 
ance  from  my  kind  and  dear  friends,  the  Reverend  Messieurs 
Marche,  Slories,  and  Jacquiers,  three  young  ministers  of  the  Lord, 
who,  with  me,  are  devoted  to  the  study  of  Protestant  Theology, 
at  Montaban. 

My  dear  father,  who  is  pastor  and  president  of  the  consistory  of 
the  Church  at  Bourdeaux,  is  enchanted  with  the  Sunday  School 
children,  and  he  encourages  us  with  a  truly  apostolic  zeal. 

The  Lord  is  with  us,  and  continues  to  bless  the  w  ork  of  our 
hands. 

I  shall  pass  by  Montaban,  Toulouse,  and  Montpelier,  where  I 
shall  make  it  a  point  to  speak  of  the  happy  effects  of,  Sunday 
Schools.

MISSIONS  IN  AFRICA. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  Missionary  at  Makoon^s  Krall^  near  Lai‘ 
takooy  dated  May  23,  1817,  to  Rev,  J.  Cc^nphell. 

The  daughter  of  Mateebe  (the  king)  is  very  attentive,  and  I 
sometimes  hope  she  will  be  the  first  brought  to  Christ.  Mahootoo 
(Matebee’s  wife)  is  become  very  friendly,  and  attends  the  w^ord 
now  and  then,  as  does  Munamets  (the  king’s  uncle)  and  their  chil¬ 
dren.  Cedult,  our  guide  to  Malapeetzee,  is  a  constant  attendant, 
as  likewise  Shampan^  one  who  spoke  Dutch  when  we, were  there  ; 
but  Mateebe’a  eldest  brother,  Malaha^  and  Ttisoy  the  third  in  pow  ¬ 
er,  are  the  most  attentive.  The  Lord  has  made  use  of  the  late 
expeditions  to  help  us.  When  we  first  came  they  were  very  noisy 
and  quarrelsorne  ;  but  now,  under  the  word,  not  a  syllable  is 
spoken,  nor  does  any  one  attempt  to  contradict. 

In  a  conversation  after  sermon,  a  few  nights  ago,  I  was  rejoiced 
to  hear  Teiso  address  Makweesie  (a  chief  who  was  Mying  he 
should  never  understand  the  word)  thus  :  ‘  Makweesie,  go  behind 
a  bush,  bend  your  knees,  and  say,  Lord  Jesus,  open  my  heart  le 
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understand  and  love  thy  woid,  and.be  will  do  it.’  This  sentence 
touched  every  string  of  my  heart,  and  brought  me,  soon  after,  on 
jtiy  knees,  to  thank  our  Lord  for  this  little  encouragement. 

I  have  received  a  most  pleasing  letter  from  Mr.  Williams,  in 
Caffraria  ;  he  seems  pleased  with  his  situation.  A  verbal  message 
uas  also  sent  to  one  of  the  missionaries  from  Gika,  to  this  effect  : 

‘  the  seed  you  sowed  in  my  country  when  you  were  here,  is  ripe,, 
and  you  must  come  to  gather  it  in.’< 

The  printing  press  sent  to  Griqua  Town  is  come  to  hand,  and 
they  have  begun  to  print  a  Hymn  Book.  One  of  the  missionaries 
has  begun  to  compose  a.  Dictionary  and  Catechism  in  Bootsuanna 
language. 

GREAT  NOMAQU ALAND. 

We  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Ebner,  missionary  to 
the  Kraal  of  Africaner,  in  Great  Nomaqualand,  dated  Oct.  8,  1817, 
at  Capetown,  where  he  had  come  on  business  ;  in  which  he  states, 
that  he  has  introduced  *  the  sowing  of  potatoes  and  various  veg¬ 
etables,  which  have  prospered  beyond  expectation  ;  he  speaks 
aho  favorably  of  their  crops  of  corn,  and  hopes  the  natives  will 
•joon  experience  great  relief  from  the  introduction  of  these  com¬ 
forts  amongst  them.  He  informs  us  also,  that  the  converts  contin¬ 
ue  to  beattached  to  the  Gospel,  and  to  him  as  their  teacher. 

In  his  examination  of  some  who  were  applying  for  baptism,  he 
relates  some  of  their  expressions,:  one  said,  ‘  If  we  will  become 
childien  of  God,  we  must  believe  in  God’s  Son,  though  we  cannot 
see  him.’  Another  said,  *  Because  Jesus  has  delivered  us,  by.suf- 
feriniT  death  in  our  place,  it  is  our  duty  to  give  ourselves  to  him, 
coul  and  body,  to  live  for  him,  and  serve  him.’  ‘  We  should  not 
deliver  (said  another)  our  only  son  to  our  enemies  to  be  persecu¬ 
ted  and  crucified  by  them-;— but  God  did  so  w  ith  his  Son  for  our 
sake.’  Another  said,  ‘  my  sin  that  I  committed  in  my  youth  makes 
me  to  weep  bitterly,  to  be  sorrowful,  and  also  the  sins  I  daily  com¬ 
mit  ;  but  I  feel  joy  along  w^ith  my  sorrow.  Till  now*  I  have  only 
praised  with  ray  mouth  and  lips,  but  now  I  pray  to  Him  with  all 
:ny  heart.’ 

About  400  persons  attend  worship,  so  that  the  place  of  meeting 
first  erected  cannot  contain  those  who  are  willing  to  attend.  The 
baptized  brethren  and  sisters,  while  .conversing  together,  in  their 
private  meetings,  of  the  word  of  God,  and  their  experience,  speak 
with  such  w  armth  and  liveliness  as  would  surprise  you. 

Since  I  came  to  Africaner’s  Krall  (which  I  have  named  Jeru¬ 
salem)  I  have  baptised  40  persons,  converts  and  their .  children — 
married  about  40  couple — 16  have  been  born — 8  died. 

One  hundred  Bibles  and  one  hundred  New  Testaments  have 
been  received  from  the  Bible  Society,  for  those  w  ho  can  read  the. 
Dutch  language. 
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The  following  sentiments  of  some  of  the  first  Prelates  in  England^  c- 

mnee  their  approbation  of  the  principles  on  which  the  British  md 

Foreign  Bible  Society  is  established. 

The  late  Dr.  Porteus,  Bishop  of  London,  affirmed  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution,  that  “  the  more  he  considered  its  object,  and  the  lunger  ex¬ 
perience  he  had  of  the  spirit  and  principles  on  which  it  was  con¬ 
ducted,  the  more  deeply  he  was  convinced  that  it  merited  all  the 
support  which  the  Church  of  England  could  give  it. 

The'  late  Dr.  Watson,  Bishop  of  Landaif,  adverting  to  “  the 
flourishing  state  of  the  Society,”  adds,  “  it  portends  1  trust,  the 
commencement  of  a  new  epoch  in  the  history  of  human  kind, 
when  the  Christian  Religion  shall  be  universally  received,  rightly 
understood,  and  conscientiously  practised.” 

The  Bishop  of  Durham  states  it  as  his  “  fullest  conviction”  that 
the  “  meritorious  exertions”  of  the  Society  “  have  contributed,  and 
will  contribute,  to  make  known  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  most 
unenlightened  regions  of  the  earth,  and  to  convey  to  millions  what 
they  otherwise  would  not  have  enjoyed — the  inestimable  blessings 
of  the  Gospel.” 

The  Bishop  of  Chichester,  in  a  letter  to  the  Committee,  says, 
“  I  confess  myself  extremely  gratified  with  the  contents  of  the  Re¬ 
ports  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  ;  and  might  have  con¬ 
ceived  (had  I  not  heard  and  known  the  contrary)  that  no  well  wish¬ 
er  to  an  extensive  dissemination  of  the  Gospel  could  fail  of  be¬ 
ing  so.” 

The  Bishop  of  Cloyne  sa^  s,  “  In  Ireland,  the  limits  of  this  In¬ 
stitution  are  spreading  every  where  ;  I  see  and  converse  every  day, 
in  my  own  neighborhood,  w  ith  men  who  have  been  beyond  meas¬ 
ure  benefited  by  the  exertions  of  the  Society.  Go  on,  then,  in  the 
name  of  God  ;  spread  the  Word  of  God  without  the  opinions  of 
mao,  throughout  every  part  of  the  world  ;  translate  it  into  every 
language,  and  send  it  into  every  country.  And  if  this  be  a  crime, 
it  is  one  of  a  very  singular  nature  :  for  our  Saviour  set  the  exam¬ 
ple,  the  Apostles  followed  it,  and  God  himself  has  commanded  and 
sanctioned  it.” 

Extract  from  a  letter  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Buchanan,  to  his 

daughters. 

“  I  SYMPATHIZE  witli  you,  Augusta,  on  the  death  of  the  pretty 
bird.

;  STATK  OF  RELIGION  IN  VERMONT. 

;  Report  made'  lo  the  General  Convention  of  Congregational  and 
;  Presbyterian  ministers  at  their  session  at  Middlehury  in  September 
last,  by  the  Committee  appointed  to  take  minutes  of  the  state  of  rt- 
j  llgion. 

While  llie  General  Convention  cannot  but  lament,  that  the 
signal  and  unexampled  prosperity,  nhich  the  past  year  has  attcn- 
ded  the  interests  of  religion  in  a  very  large  number  of  our  towns, 
f  has  not  been  universally  experienced,  they  feel  constrained  to  re- 

I  cognize  with  the  liveliest  gratitude  and  to  record  with  devout  as¬ 
criptions  of  praise,  the  wonderful  manifestations  of  the  grace  and 
mercy  of  God. 

There  has  been  a  more  remarkable  effusion  of  the  divine  Spirit 
I  within  the  limits  of  Windham  Association,  the  last  year,  than  dur- 
1^  ing  any  former  period.  By  the  statement  made  by  the  delegates 
I  from  that  Association,  it  appears,  that  from  June  1816  to  June 
I  18 1 7,  nearly  six  hundred  have  been  added  to  the  Congregational 
1  Churches,  being  upwards  of  four  hundred  more  than  in  any  prece¬ 
ding  year.  The  towns  of  Grafton,  Brattleborough,  Halifax  and  the 
East  parish  in  Westminster  have  been  visited  with  refreshing  sea¬ 
sons.  In  Putney  and  the  IVest  Parish  in  Westminster,  revivals, 
which  commenced  a  year  ago,  have  been  productive  of  a  rich  and 
glorious  harvest.  The  precise  number  of  hopeful  converts  cannot 
be  slated,  but  on  the  first  sabbath  in  Nov.  in  the  former  place  six¬ 
ty-five,  and  in  the  latter  eighty  were  received  into  the  church.  In 
AVilmington  God  has  made  an  astonishing  display  of  the  pow  er  of 
his  w  ord.  An  awakening  began  on  the  1st  of  December  last  and 
within  the  short  period  of  two  months  not  less  than  two  hundred 
■  were  brought  to  sing  the  song  of  redeeming  love. 

[  In  Pawlet  and  Rutland  Associations,  the  Redeemer  in  his  ma- 
t  jesty  has  ridden  prosperously,  and  his  right  hand  has  taught  him 
y  terrible  things.  These  Associations  comprehend  tw  enty-six  con- 
i  gregations.  Of  these,  twenty  have  been  favored  with  a  season  of 
J  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  The  prosperity  of  the 
churches  w  ithin  the  limits  of  .the  above  Associations  far  surpasses 
any  thing,  which  has  ever  before  been  witnessed.  The  whole 
®  number,  who  have  been  hopefully  born  into  the  kingdom  of  God, 
considerably  exceeds  twelve  hundred. 

I  From  Orange  Association  no  accounts  of  any  general  revivals  of 
religion  have  been  received.  In  the  towns  heard  from,  however, 
an  increasing  solemnity  and  attention  to  the  means  of  grace  pre- 
,  vails,  attended  with  frequent  manifestations  of  divine  power  in  de¬ 
livering  individuals  from  the  horrible  pit  and  the  miry  clay.  In  the 
town  of  Thetford  not  six  months  have  elapsed  since  the  year  1797, 
in  w’hich  individuals,  more  or  less,  have  not  been  brought  to  taste 
arid  see  that  the  Lord  is  good. 

In  Addison  Association,  the  revivals  mentioned  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Genera!  C onvertien.  Have  in  covoral  instance®  continJi- 
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ed  to  advance  since  that  period,  bringing  light,  life  and  joy  to  nia* 
ny  souls.  During  the  wonderful  display  of  mercy  in  Middlebury, 
.the  literary  Institution  in  that  place  has  not  been  passed  by..^ 
Twelve  or  fourteen  of  the  students  have  been  led  willingly  to  learn 
of  him,  w'ho  is  meek  and  lowly  in  heart;  During  the  year  the 
towns  of  Cornwall,  New-Haven,  Shoreham,  Salisbury,  Vergennes, 
Ferrisburg,  Panton,  Addison  and  Charlotte  have  been  visited  from 
on  high,  and  large  additions  have  been  made  to  the  churches  of 
different  denominations. 

From  Royalton  Association  we  are  informed  that  a  revival  of 
religion  commenced  in  Montpelier  shortly  after  the  last  session  of 
the  General  Convention  in  that  place  ;  a  revival  which  was  attend¬ 
ed  with  mighty  power,  soon  became  general  and  has  not  yet  subsi¬ 
ded.  No  exact  return  of  the  number  of  hopeful  subjects  of  the 
grace  of  life  has  been  received.  But  it  is  believed  that  in  stating 
them  at  one  hundred  and  thirty,  we  shall  not  exceed  the  truth. 
Revivals  have  likewise  existed  in  Berlin,  Williamstow’ii  and  Brain¬ 
tree  ;  but  no  return  has  been  made  of  the  number,  w  ho  have  been 
led  professedly  to  bow  to  the  sceptre  of  mercy.  In  Waitsfield  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  been  striving  with  sinners  for  eighteen  months  or 
upwards,  and  his  influences  are  not  yet  withdraw  n.  The  number 
of  those,  who  have  hopefully  turned  to  God,  exceeds  sixty.  In 
the  destitute  towns  of  Marshfield,  Warren,  Moretown,  Duxbury, 
Hancock  and  Fayston,  a  work  of  grace  has  been  carried  on  under 
the  preaching  of  ministers  of  different  denominations,  and  consid¬ 
erable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Church.  In  Barre  appearan¬ 
ces  greatly  encourage  the  hope  of  a  general  attention  to  the  great 
concerns  of  the  soul. — In  the  Northwestern  Association,  the  sun 
of  righteousness  has  scattered  his  healing  beams  on  Burlington, 
Colchester,  Essex,  Cambridge,  and  Sheldon  ;  and  on  the  to»vn  of 
Fairfax  has  shone  w  ith  peculiar  lustre.  But  no  particular  returns 
have  been  received.  In  this  Association  there  have  been  two  or¬ 
dinations  and  one  dismission.  In  this  and  also  in  Orange  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Lord  has,  in  many  instances  verified  his  word  by  perfect¬ 
ing  praise  from  infant  lips. 

Coos  Association  was  not  represented  ;  but  we  learn  that  Dan¬ 
ville  and  Barnet  have  been  refreshed  with  copious  showers  of 
grace,  and  that  the  dewr  of  heaven  is  descending  upon  the  tow  n  of 
Peacham. 

From  the  delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Church  we  are  happy  to  learn,  that  the  general  aspect  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  was  never  more  favorable  than  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time.  Several  extensive  regions  have  been  favored  with  copi¬ 
ous  effusions  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  In  this  respect  the  presbyteries 
of  Northumberland,  Champlain,  Grand  River,  Cayuga,  Onondaga, 
Geneva,  Columbia  and  Jersey  have  been  particularly  distinguish¬ 
ed.  On  the  whole,  it  is  believed  that  the  cause  of  religion  and 
morals  within  the  bounds  of  the  General  Assembly  is  evidently 
advancing. 
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Letters  have  been  received  from  Messrs.  Mills  and  Burgess, 
the  i*gent3  ofthe  American  Colonization  Society.  They  arrived 
I  in  London  in  December,  after  a  very  boisterous  passage,  in  which 
I  they  narrowly  escaped  shipwreck  on  the  coast  of  France.  They 
were  received  in  England  with  the  greatest  kindness  and  attention, 

'  and  every  facility  given  them  for  prosecuting  their  researches  in 
,  Africa,  l»y  some  of  the  most  distinguished  characters  in  that  coun- 
I  try.  Afler  procuring  much  valuable  information  in  England,  and 
\  ohf  iining  letters  to  the  governor  of  Sierre  Leone,  and  other  es¬ 
tablishments  in  Africa,  they  sailed  for  that  country  early  in  Febiu- 
■  ary.  The  following  are  extracts  from  their  letters  : 

Extract  of  a  letter  dated  London^  Dec,  SO. 

“  Of  the  fifty-five  days  which  have  elapsed  since  our  appoint¬ 
ment  as  your  agents,  ten  were  spent  in  the  United  States;  thirty 
on  the  \tlantic  ;  ten  in  France  ;  and  five  have  passed  since  our 
arrival  in  England.  You  will  see  that  we  are  just  entering  on  the 
active  duties  of  our  agency.  Though  some  delays  have  been  in¬ 
evitable,  we  have  not  loitered.  Our  passage  across  the  Atlantic 
was  very  short.  The  nineteenth  evening  after  w'e  left  the  capes 
of  the  Delaware,  soundings  were  obtained  at  the  entrance  of  the 
British  Channel.  Our  end  seemed  to  be  within  reach  ;  but  a  ter¬ 
rific  gale,  which  began  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  December, 
taught  us  the  fallacy  of  our  hopes.  Land  had  not  become  visible 
and  the  thick  clouds  had  prevented  any  accurate  observation  for^ 
some  days.  Both  our  latitude  and  longitude  were  doubtful.  When 
the  gale  began  the  captain  judged  it  prudent  to  put  back  to  sea  a 
few  hours.  Eighteen  hours  afler,  when  the  violence  of  the  gale 
had  not  abated  ;  w'hen  the  sea  raged,  and  the  soundings  continu¬ 
ally  diminished  ;  w  hen  it  seemed  impossible  to  retrace  our  path, 
with  a  hope  to  ride  out  the  tempest,  the  masts  were  ordered  to 
be  cut  away,  and  the  anchors  to  be  cast. 

In  a  short  time  our  large  new  cables  were  dissevered  by  the 
rocks,  and  the  ship  was  at  the  mercy  of  the  winds,  without  masts, 
sails,  or  anchors.  Our  worthy  captain  said  that  he  had  done  all 
in  his  power  for  our  safety,  bui  that  we  were  lost ;  the  ship  could 
not  survive  the  tempest.  A  long  reef  of  rocks  soon  appeared  be¬ 
fore  us,  frightfully  dashing  the  waves  into  the  air.  At  this  specta¬ 
cle  our  captain  said,  we  have  but  a  few  minutes  more  in  this  world  : 
then  hastily  stepping  into  the  boat  astern,  attended  by  his  little 
sons,  and  a  skilful  sailor,  ho,  with  a  hatchet,  cut  the  cordage  ofthe 
boat,  and  she  w^as  driven  away.  We  saw  them  a  moment — and 
saw'  them  no  more.  Through  the  mercy  of  God,  without  human 
foresight,  and  to  our  utter  astonishment,  a  current  in  the  sea  car¬ 
ried  the  ship  around  the  point  of  the  rocks. — They  were  supposed 
to  be  at  the  w'estern  extreme  of  the  island  of  Guernsey — Confiding 
in  that  pow'er  which  gave  us  this  signal  deliverance,  we  succeeded 
the  third  day  after  in  entering  the  harbor  of  St.  Maloes  in  France. 
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After  a  detention  of  four  days  in  quarantine,  we  arrived  in  London, 
by  the  way  of  Havre  and  Southampton,  in  twelve  days. — Boihio 
France  and  in  England  we  have  been  uniformly  treated  w  ilh  civil¬ 
ity  and  kindness.  We  have  already  had  interviews  with  several 
of  the  principal  gentlemen  to  whom  our  letters  were  addressed. 
They  have  received  us  with  much  cordiality,  and  view  the  objects 
of  the  American  Society  with  sentiments  of  enlarged  benevolence.” 

Extract  of  a  letter,  dated  London,  Jan.  17, 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  Patron  of  the 
African  Institution,  to  w’hom  an  olbcia!  letter  was  addressed  by  the 
American  Society  for  colonizing  the  free  people  of  colour  of  the 
U.  States,  has  been  in  the  country  for  several  weeks  past.  Mr. 
Wilberforce  made  a  communication  to  his  Royal  Highness  on  our 
behalf,  to  inquire  w  hether  he  would  prefer  having  the  letter  trans¬ 
mitted  to  him  in  the  country,  or  wait  for  a  personal  interview  in 
town.  He  appointed  an  hour  this  day,  when  he  would  be  in  town 
and  would  see  us  in  person.  Mr.  Wilberforce  attended  us  to 
Gloucester  House.  His  Royal  Highness  entered  into  a  free  con¬ 
versation  on  the  circumstances  of  our  voyage,  the  population  of 
the  U.  States,  the  number  and  situation  of  the  people  of  colour, 
our  courts  of  judicature,  and  several  other  topics.  After  reading 
the  letter  from  the  President  of  the  society,  we  put  into  his  hands 
a  printed  copy  of  its  constitution,  together  w  ith  a  manuscript  copy 
of  our  commission,  with  the  language,  spirit,  and  sentiments  of 
which,  he  showed  himself,  by  his  w  ords  and  countenance,  to  be 
much  gratified.  He  intimated  his  disposition  to  give  in  answer  a 
letter  to  the  President  of  the  American  Society,  and  Mr.  Wilber¬ 
force  engaged  to  be  a  medium  of  its  safe  transmission.  He  added, 
that  it  would  give  him  pleasure  to  see  us  on  our  return  from  Afri¬ 
ca,  if  we  should  take  England  in  our  route,  and  that  the  African 
Institution  would  then  know  better  in  what  manner  they  could  aid 
the  American  Society. — In  the  mean  time  he  requested  that  in 
our  communication  to  the  American  Society  we  would  take  notice 
of  his  having  received  the  letter  of  the  American  President,  and 
to  make  assurance  of  the  readiness  and  cordiality  w  ith  which  he 
should  co-operate  with  the  American  Society  in  the  prosecution 
of  their  designs,  which  must  contribute  to  the  same  results  w  ith 
the  efforts  of  the  African  Institution.  Mr.  Wilberforce  has  further 
increased  our  obligations  to  him  this  day,  by  introducing  us  to  the 
Secretary.  His  lordship  appeared  to  have  a  perfect  knowledge  of 
the  constitution  and  designs  of  the  American  Society.  He  cast 
his  eyes  at  our  commission,  and  answered  with  promptitude,  that 
he  should  give  us  letters  of  introduction  and  recommendation  to 
the  governor  of  Sierre  Leone  and  other  officers,  who  might  be  a- 
ble  to  afford  us  patronage  and  assistance  while  prosecuting  our  in¬ 
quiries  on  the  coast. 

Mr.  Wilberforce  has  exemplified  the  prudence  of  a  counsellor, 
the  tenderne^  of  a  father,  and  the  benevolence  of  a  Christian,  in 
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I  his  coininunications  to  us,  and  in  the  arrangements  which  he  has 
i  made  on  our  behalf.  We  cannot  express  in  too  strong  language 
our  admiration  of  his  excellent  character,  our  gratitude  for  his 
kindness,  and  our  sincere  prayer  to  the  Preserver  of  Men,  that  he 
would  spare  his  valuable  life  for  many  years,  and  sucoeed  his  con¬ 
tinual  exertions  to  diminish  human  misery,  and  diffuse  abroad  di¬ 
vine  knowledge.  In  some  future  letters,  we  shall  improve  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  acknowledge  the  favors  which  we  have  received  from 
other  gentlemen,  who  have  show n  themselves  “ready  to  every 
good  work,”  disregarding  distinctions  of  nation,  land  or  colour. 

Extract, — London,  January  28. 

“  In  opposition  to  opinions  now  circulated  in  the  U.  States,  the 
colony  at  Sierra  Leone  was  never  more  flourishing.  Its  internal 
j^overnment  is  regularly  administered  :  its  pow  er  fears  no  assault 
from  the  native  tribes,  and  its  influence  contributes  much  to  the 
civilization  of  the  adjacent  country.  Measures  are  adopted  for  the 
education,  Christian  instruction,  and  internal  improvements  of  the 
colony,  w'hich  must  be  attended  with  the  happiest  results.  Its 
population  exceeds  ten  thousand.” 

Extract  from  the  .Vetc-  York  Mvertiscr,  of  •May  1 5. 
AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY. 

The  second  Anniversary  of  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SO¬ 
CIETY,  was  celebrated  in  this  city  yesterday.  The  meeting  was 
held  at  the  assembly  room  in  the  City  Hotel  ;  the  President  the 
Hon.  EUas  Boudinot,  L.  L.  D.  took  ihe  Chair  precisely  at  1 1.  The 
meeting  was  opened  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  one  of  the  Secreta¬ 
ries  of  the  Society,  reading  the  49th  chapter  of  Isaiah.  A  very 
interesting  and  impressive  address  was  then  delivered  by  the  ven¬ 
erable  President.  Letters  of  apology  for  non-attendance  at  the 
meeting  w’ere  read  from  several  of  the  V^ice-Presidents,  w  ho  were 
detained  by  unavoidable  nec.essity,  viz.  the  Hon.  John  Quincy  Ad¬ 
ams,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  the  Hon.  Smith 
Thompson,  Chief  Justice  of  the  state  of  N.  York,  the  Hon.  Wm. 
Tilghman,  Chief  Justice  of  Penn,  the  Hon.  Andrew  Kirkpatrick, 
Chief  Justice  of  N.  Jersey,  Joseph  Nourse  Esq.  of  the  city  of 
Washington,  and  Francis  F.  Key,  Esq.  of  Georgetown,  Dis.  Col. 
A  letter  w  as  read  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Romeyn  of  the  city  of  N. 
York,  Secretary  of  the  Society,  for  domestic  correspondence,  a- 
pologizing  for  his  absence  by  reason  of  indisposition. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Blatchford,  of  Lansinghurgh. 

We  have  rarely  wknessed  a  more  interesting  and  impressive 
scene  than  that  exhibited  on  this  occasion.  The  company  assem¬ 
bled  was  numerous  and  respectable,  and  it  was  a  highlv  gratifying 
circumstance  to  see  collected  so  large  a  number  of  ladies  as  were 
present.  To  the  pious  liberality  of  the  sex  is  the  Society  indebted 
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for  a  large  proportion  of  its  funds,  bestowed  for  the  benevolent 
purpose  of  introducing  as  members  for  life  a  respectable  body  of 
clergymen,  in  various  parts  of  the  country — a  mode  of  testifyinjj;, 
at  one  and  the  same  time,  their  regard  for  the  great  objects  of  the 
former,  and  their  high  respect  for  the  characters  and  virtues  of  the 
latter.  The  proceedings  of  the  Society  were,  throughout,  grati¬ 
fying  to  the  audience.  The  various  addresses  were  creditable  to 
the  talents,  the  eloquence,  and  the  piety  of  the  speakers.  One 
thing  was  in  a  peculiar  manner  consoling  to  the  feelings  of  all  the 
friends  of  Christian  charity  and  communion. —  He  allude  to  the  pre¬ 
dominance  of  genuine  Catholicism,  The  distinction  of  sect  and  de¬ 
nomination  were  practically  laid  aside,  and  were  remembered  only 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  vent  to  the  feelings  of  congratulation  to 
which  their  extinction  gave  spontaneous  birth — each  one  felt  de¬ 
light  at  the  exhibition  of  such  living  proof,  that  they  could  all  lay 
aside  their  names  of  distinction,  and  unite  on  the  sure  ground  of 
the  HOLY  SCRIPTURES. 

One  other  circumstance  gave  a  most  lively  interest  to  this  anni¬ 
versary.  We  allude  to  the  presence  of  the  venerable  President  of 
the  Institution.  It  is  well  known,  that  it  was  in  a  great  measure 
owing  to  his  long  and  persevering  exertions,  and  his  influence,  that 
this  society  was  formed  ;  and  it  is  equally  well  known,  that  its 
funds  were,  immediately  upon  its  organization,  enriched  by  his  mu- 
nifleent  donation  of  10,000  dollars — a  sum  which  has  rarely  if  ever 
been  equalled,  even  by  princely  liberality  towards  similar  institu¬ 
tions,  in  any  part  of  the  w’orld.  On  the  first  anniversary  of  the 
society,  he  was  prevented  by  sickness,  from  attending.  On  the 
present  occasion,  after  having  been  unable  for  two  years  to  leave 
his  room  until  within  a  few  days  past,  and  after  having  entered  up* 
on  his  79th  year,  this  venerable  Christian,  to  the  surprize  as  well 
as  the  gratification  of  his  friends  and  the  society,  was  able  to  meet 
them  and  unite  in  their  exercises,  and  preside  over  their  delibera¬ 
tions. 

The  Report  states  the  principles  w  hich  the  Managers  have  adopt¬ 
ed  for  the  regulation  of  their  conduct  in  the  disposition  of  their 
Stereotype  plates  for  for  the  more  economical  printing  of  Bibles  ; 
the  views  which  the  board  entertain  with  regard  to  the  translation 
of  the  Scriptures  into  the  languages  of,  and  the  circulation  of  them 
among  the  Indian  tribes  in  this  country,  mentions  the  donations 
they  made,  particularly  to  the  Rev.  Frederick  Leo,  a  protestant 
clergyman  in  Paris,  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  assist  him  in  circula¬ 
ting  the  New’  Testament  in  that  city — and  to  Bible  Societies  in 
this  country’ — The  number  of  Bibles  issued  during  the  last  year 
is  stated  to  be  17,594,  and  since  the  formation  of  the  Society, 
24,004.  The  number  of  Auxiliary  Societies  that  are  known,  is 
15S.  During  the  past  year,  174  clergymen  have  been  made  mem¬ 
bers  for  life,  in  a  great  proportion  of  the  cases,  by  the  contributions 
of  their  female  parishioners.  The  Report  concludes  with  an  in¬ 
teresting  reference  to  the  Russian,  and  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Societies.

REVIVALS  OF  RELIGION. 

J  brief  Sketch  of  the  Progress  of  Religion  in  the  county  of  Oneida,' 
Y.  cop^municated  for  the  Religious  Intelligencer^  by  the  Rev. 

Mr.  Gillet,  of  Rome. 

Sir — The  friends  of  Zion  rejoice  in  her  prosperity.  It  is  their 
hearts’  desire  and  prayer  to  God,  that  sinners  may  be  converted 
and  saved.  They  often  watch  for  the  special  appearing  of  the 
Lord,  as  they  that  watch  for  the  morning.  When  religion  revives, 
when  the  house  of  God  is  filled  with  attentive  hearers,  when  go¬ 
ners,  who  have  been  stupid,  begin  to  inquire  the  way  to  heaven, 
Christians  take  encourjagement  to  be  more  ardent  in  their  pray- 
ers,  and  active  in  their  duties.  Why  should  they  not  feel  deeply 
interested  ?  for  there  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the  angels  of  God, 
over  one  sinner  that  repenteth. 

The  numerous  accounts  of  religious  revivals,  published  in  your 
weekly  paper,  have  unquestionably  been  cheering  and  comforting 
to  the  hearts  of  many  Christians.  Accordingly  I  send  you  a  brief 
statement  of  the  progress  of  religion  in  this  county.  Some  time 
last  fall,  Florence,  and  Remsen,  towns  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  each  other,  neither  of  w  hich  ever  enjoyed  the  stated  admin¬ 
istrations  of  the  word,  were  favored  with  the  special  influences  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  After  the  work  began,  they  were  visited  by  neigh¬ 
boring  ministers,  and  received  some  benefit  from  missionary  la¬ 
bors.  Churches  are  now  formed  in  these  places,  w  here  they  ve¬ 
ry  much  need  the  regular  administrations  of  the  w'ord  and  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  gospel. 

In  October,  it  was  evident,  there  was  an  increasing  attention  to 
the  means  of  grace  in  Rome.  Public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  and 
conference  meetings  became  more  interesting.  Christians  appear¬ 
ed  animated,  and  had  unusual  enlargement  in  prayer.  Since  that 
time,  about  40  have  been  hopefully  brought  out  of  darkness  into 
marvellous  light.  These  spiritual  blessings  have  not  fallen  upon  us 
like  a  sudden  show  er,  but  more  like  a  gentle  rain.  We  have  en¬ 
couragement  to  believe  they  continue  to  descend. 

In  Verona,  a  town  adjoining  this,  the  work  of  the  Lord  has  been 
more  extensive  and  powerful.  It  is  hoped  that  100  have  been 
converted  to  Christ,  since  last  December.  Several  are  now  en¬ 
quiring  the  way  to  heaven  with  much  solicitude.  Mr.  Brainard, 
the  minister,  will  probably,  at  some  future  time,  give  you  a  par¬ 
ticular  account  of  this  revival. 

In  Vernon,  where  the  Rev.  Calvin  Bushnell  has  been  settled  six 
or  seven  years,  w^ithout  seeing  any  special  fruit  of  his  labors,  there 
is  now’  great  attention  to  the  w  ord  of  God.  The  Holy  Spirit  ap¬ 
peared  to  descend  more  suddenly,  and  more  powerfully  upon  this 
place,  than  either  of  those  above  mentioned.  It  is  but  a  few  weeks 
since  these  special  manifestations  of  divine  goodness  commenced. 
Notwithstanding  about  40,  I  have  been  informed,  are  hopefully 
made  the  subjects  of  grace. 
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Will  not  all  who  read  this  account,  and  feel  interested  in  the 
prosperity  of  Zion,  remember  us  in  their  prayers,  and  implore  the 
continuance  of  divine  favors?  We  know  what  a  deathlike  stupidi. 
ty  often  follows  revivals.  We  have  heretofore  tasted  the  worm, 
wood  and  the  gall.  May  the  great  Head  of  the  church  preserve 
ys  from  backsliding,  and  never  suffer  us  to  be  weary  in  well  doin<^.

MARYLAND  PENITENTIARY. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Baltimore  Messenger, 

Dear  Sir, — With  much  pleasure  I  give  you  the  informatiun 
you  request  respecting  the  work  of  reformation  lately  begun  in  the 
Maryland  Penitentiary.  Considering  it  a  duty,  as  a  follower  of  the 
meek  and  lowly  Jesus,  to  visit  that  place,  and  give  such  instruc¬ 
tion  as  I  was  able,  and  to  recommend  to  their  attention,  the  salva¬ 
tion  offered  to  them  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ  ;  on  my  first  visit  to 
that  place,  I  confined  my  attention  to  the  sick.  Thanks  be  to 
God,  it  was  not  altogether  vain  !  Afterwards  permission  was  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  principal,  (Mr.  Williams)  to  visit  those  in  health 
as  w'ell  as  the  sick,  every  Sabbath  afternoon,  to  give  them  religious 
instruction.  The  Rev.  Mark  Moore  had  been  likewise  labouring 
among  them  for  some  w  eeks  with  considerable  appearance  of  good 
prospect ;  and  on  Sabbath  the  8th  instant,  Dr.  Samuel  K.  Jen¬ 
nings  aided  us  with  a  sermon.  After  the  service  in  the  morning, 
it  w  as  thought  prudent  to  ascertain  how  many  were  seriously  in¬ 
clined,  and  fifty-one  declared  themselves  determined  to  seek  the 
Lord.  Alexander  Beaty,  one  of  the  most  troublesome  of  the 
prisoners,  and  notorious  as  a  violator  of  the  laws  of  his  country, 
was  one  of  the  number.  It  was  truly  affecting  to  sec  him  come 
forward  with  a  fifty-six  chained  to  his  leg,  and  give  his  name  as 
one  who  w  ished  to  become  a  subject  of  radical  reformation  ;  when 
he  stooped  to  lay  down  his  w  eight  at  the  table  where  the  preacher 
stood,  every  bosom  heaved  with  emotions  of  sympatliy  ;  and  with 
tears  his  eyes  he  declared  himself  a  penitent  ;  the  keepers  and 
every  tne  of  the  spectators  present,  could  scarce  refrain  from 
weeping  aloud,  in  the  afternoon  I  met  with  them  in  prayer,  and 
encouraged  them  in  exhortation  to  look  to  God  and  receive  salva¬ 
tion  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Blessed  be  God,  of  three  hundred  prisoners,  seventy-one  appear 
to  he  hopefully  awakened  to  righteousness.  The  prospects  are 
still  encouraging.  Mr.  Moore  still  continues  his  labours,  and  I 
trust  the  work  will  not  stop,  and  that  many  more  may  be  encoura¬ 
ged  to  seek  the  Lord.  Yours,  kc.
